Official statements of the English railroads show their receipts to be much 
larger than our own. By reference to the 29th number of this paper it will be 
seen that the receipts of a part of the principal English roads were from 12,000 
to £31,000 per week, or twenty-five thousand dollars per day. The business of

The above receipts at Liverpool and London were actual in 1844, while those 
f New York are according to the receipts thus far for 1846. 

The Sub-Treasury bill proposes that the receipts at our Custom Houses shall 
be collected in specie, and this bill has been passed by the representatives of 
he people in the lower house of Congress. This bill proposes that these re- 
eipts of $64,000 per day, and the payments also to disbursing officers and 
gents, to a like amount of $64,000 per day, shall be in specie-—at Jeast it is in- 
ended that finally such shall be its effect. Here is an aggregate of operations 
per day in coin—each dollar to be counted of $128,000, or per week $768,000!— 
oes any rational man suppose that this can be done in a commercial city like 
‘ew York ?—and yet such is the object of the bill passed by the House of Re- 
presentatives at Washington. 

If such a thing were practicable in this village of New York, what would be 
aid of such a proposition in London, where the average daily receipts and dis- 
pursements together, are $377,500. The principle may be as well applied in 
bne case as the other. 

What would be said in Great Britain, in this enlightened age, if a bill of a 
imilar import were proposed in the British Parliament ! .

od after the great fire in July, it became depreciated and would not bring the 
sum advanced, Mr. Little now brings his action on the hypothecation, which 
is counsel insists to be similar to a promissory note. For the defence it was 
nsisted that a promissory note, simply contains a promise to pay a sum of 
nouey, whereas an hypothecation contains, not only a promise to pay, but also 
ther collateral mattess; that in the case under consideration, it contained a 
tipulation that plaintiff might sell the stock at his option, Evidence was also 
pifered to show that the plaintiff’s partner had called upon him and urged him 
0 sell it, aud that he promised to doso., The Court refused to admit evidence 
pf a verbal agreement, and said the case should be governed by the hypotheca- 
ion, which merely left it optional with the plaintiff to sell or not, and directed 
he jury to find for the plaintiff.

Wixe.—The invention of wine is given to Noah. The art of making wine 
is ascribed by the Chinese to their king, Ching-Noung, about 1998 8. c.— 
Some authorities say that the art of making wine was derived from India, by 
Bacchus. Hosea speaks of the wine of Lebanon as being very fragrant — Hosea 
xiv. 7. No wine was produced in France in the time of the Romans.—Bos- 
suet. Spirits of wine were known to the alchymists. In England, this liquor 
was very little known before that country was conquered by the Romans, It 
was sold in England by apothecaries as a cordial in year 1300, and so continued 
for some time after, although there is mention of “ wine for the king ” so early 
as 1249. In 1490, the price was 12s. sterling per pipe. A hundred and fifty 
butts and pipes condemned for heing adulterated, to be staved and emptied into 
the channels of the streets by Rainwell, mayor of London, in the 6th of Henry 
VI., 1427.—Stowe’s Chron, In 1800 England imported 3,307,460 gallons of ali 
kinds of wine. In 1815, 4,306,528 gallons were imported ; in 1830, 6,879,558 
gallons : and in 1840, 9,909,056 gallons, of which 7,000,486 were for her home 
consumption. In 1831, wine-duties were fixed at 2s. 9d. sterling per gallon on 
Cape wine, and 5s. 6d. per gallon on all other wines. 

Correre.—It grows in Arabia, Persia, the Indies and America, Its use as a 
beverage is traced to the Persians. It came into great repute in Arabia, about 
1454 ; and passed thence into Egypt and Syria, and thence, in 1511, to Constan- 
tinople, where coffee-houses were opened in 1554. Some ascribe the discovery 
of coffee as a beverage to the prior of a monastery who, being informed by a 
goat-herd that his cattle sometimes browsed upon the tree, and that they would 
then wake at night, and sport and bound upou the hills, became curious to prove 
its virtues. He accordingly tried it on his monks to prevent their sleeping at 
matins, and he found that it checked their slumbers. 

Tea.—First known in Europe, being brought from India by the Duteh, 1610. 
In 1660, it was introduced into Eugland, from Holland ; and being admired by 
persons of rank, it was imported from thence, and generally sold for 60s, ster- 
ling per pound, ti!] the East India Company took up the trade, Green tea be- 
gan to be used in 1715, The duty imposed on tea in Amer.ca, 1767. This tax 
occasioned the destruction of 17 chests in the city of New York, and 340 at 
Boston, Nov. 1773, and ultimately lead to our Revolutionary war. In 1836, the 
duty on tea was 96 and 100 per cent., at which time it was made 2s. 1d. per Ib.

Mint, caused the principal coins in Europe to be assayed, and their values as- 
certained. His tables were published in 1719, by order of the Privy Council, 
and were for a long period taken as a guide by the exchange and bullion mer- 
chants, But since their publication, so many changes have taken place, that 
further assays became necessary; and of those which have been made, the 
tables of Dr. Kelly, published in his ‘ Universal Cambist,’ are perhaps the most 
accurate and valuable, They have been transferred into the last edition of the 
‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,’ and M’Culloch’s ‘ Dictionary of Commerce,’ to 
which the reader may refer, if he desires to know the value of any particular 
foreign coin. 

The following table of the par of exchange between London and the places 
mentioned, may be referred to. It is adopted from ‘ Tate’s Cambist.’ This 
table, we believe, comprises all the places with which exchange dealings 
are commonly transacted. The quotations are of two kinds: one where a va- 
triable amount of foreign money is given for a certain sum in English, namely £1 
Sterling : and the other, the reverse of this, where England gives an uncertain 
number of pence for a fixed coin of foreign money.

The rates of Rotterdam and Antwerp are similar to the Amsterdam rates-— 
That of Altona is similar to Hamburg, but by custom is usually quoted 1-2 Sch. 
Beco. more, or as it is called, worse. The Trieste rate is similar to the Vienna 

rate; and the Cadiz, Bilboa, Barcelona, and Seville rates to that of Madrid. 


The great fluctuations in the cost of exporting specie, and consequently in the 
rate of premium on bills, may be understood from the following particulars :— 
Gold can be sent to Paris at the present time for about 30s. per cent, 
a time of war this expense is considerably increased by the risk of having the 
bullion seized by the enemy. The advance in the rate of insurance to provide 
against this contingency, together with the charge for freight, taken together, 
then constitute the cost of transmission. It appears from the report of the bul- 
lion committee, that the expense of conveying gold from London to Hamburg, 
which prior to the war amounted to only two and a half per cent., bad in the 
latter part or 1809 increased to about seven per 
within which fluctuations in the real exchange were confined in 1809 were about 
three times as great as those within which they were confined in 793. And 
this increased cost of transmission during time of war is much greater between 
places far apart—the risk of loss being enhanced according to the time the gold 
will be in transitu—so that the exchange, for instance, on New York may be 
much higher than on Paris, because bills will bear higher — without 
other cause operating to produce this effect.—Compan. to
